General Haig Says English Troops 


Now At Edge Of Martinpuch Vil- 
lage-Kaiser At Front As His Men 
Retreat-Germans Mass Army In 
Defence Of Kovel 


LONDON, JULY 17.—British troops stormed and captured German sec- 


ond line positions for 1500 yards in a continuation of the steady drive north 
of the Somme river. General Haig reported this afternoon. 


The advance was made northwest of 
Bazentin-le-Petit woods, which is 


now in the hands of the British, and p resses the British line forward to the 
very edges of Martinpuch village, one of the German stronghold* defending 
Bapaume, the immediate objective of the British offensive. 


The German war office admitted this afternoon the British hivfe mid* 


further progress toward the important highway town of Pozieres, penetrat- 
ing Oviliers wood, sothwest of Loziers, where heavy fighting confine*.

The Berlin official statement repo rtcd lively fighting west of Peronne,

In Former Times They Were Held 


as Virtual Slaves. 


HAD TO EARN THEIR LIBERTY.

and With it Cruel Abuses and a Law- 
less Traffic In Captives—Rules That 
Govern Civilized Nations Today. 


The prisoner of war iu our day is the 


subject of an tlubauue code «f rules 
drawn ui> at meetings ot The Hague 
peace conference- 
No property must 


be taken from him ex.-cpt anus uud 
military eyuiinneut. lit.- uiust not be 
kept iu close couliueuit-iit if" that >-;iu 
be avoided, and if possible, his purole 
must be accepted., lie may l.e set to 
any work for which he is rvusouablj 
fitted—altliouKh ytll' L-IS are not ijuund 
ta work—but he must be alioived u 
similar standard vt lit'e and credited 
with a similar scale of pay to that 
which obtains auioug the soidier-artif- 
Icera of the conquering nation. 


When set free the cost of hw minute 


nance will be dedu.-ted and he will re- 
ceive the balance in cash. lie may bu 
shot when trying to escape, but if 
caught alive lie must not be punished 
except by curtailment of his liberty. 
These are a few of the ni.-iuy rules by 
which all civilized nations ure now' 
bound in regard to their prisoners of. 
war. 


Among savage wen the destiny of: a 


prissouer was to be eaten, massacred in 
cold blood or tortured for sport, until it 
dawned one day upon sotue primitive 
political economist that a live captive 
had labor value, and so arose the In.stt 
tutlou of slavery. Among free peoples 
like the Teutons, war prisoners were 
the only slaves allowed, and they 
might In time e-arii their freedom. 
This Idea of commutation became the 
custom of medieval Europe, applied 
as "prize money" to shifts and "ran- 
som" 
to 
individuals. 
AM' 
officers 


could claim the richt to offer a reason- 
able ransom, wlii.'h went into the 
pocket of tiie captor. Sometimes offi- 
cers would ran-"iii a whole troop of 
their rnei:.
